becauſe he was the Word, or Divine Truth, 

even as to his Humanity ; for Son of Man, 

in the ſpiritual Senſe ſignifies the Truth of

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the Church derived from the Word. The 
ſame was ſignified by Prophet, for the Pro- | 
phets taught Truths derived from the Word; 
wherefore the Lord, who in a ſupereminent 
Degree was the Prophet, and alſo the Word, 
and thence Divine Truth, called himſelf as to 
his Humanity the Son of Man. Hence it is, 
that throughout the Prophets, and alſo in 
David, Where it treats of the Vaſtation of 
Truth in the Church, it is ſaid, the Son of 
Man doth not tarry there; and hence alſo it 
is, that the Prophets themſelves were like 
{ wile called Sons of Man; as Ezechiel, Chap. 
8. 55 8. Chap. iii. 3, 4, 10, 17, 25 
and very frequently in the ſucceeding Chap- 
ters: So alſo was Daniel. That this is the 
Caſe, is ſhewn from many Paſſages adduced 
in the Andie Wisdom concerning the 
Lord, which Work may be conſulted, it it 
be at Hand.

THIRD QUESTION. 


Was not the Trinity in the Divne Nature 
always to be underſtood in this Manner, viz. 
Divine Love, Divine Wiſdom, and the 
Quickening Spirit, or Holy Proceeding? 


ANSWER. 


The Divine Trinity in One Perſon is to be 
underſtood as Soul, Body, and Operation 
proceeding, which together conſtitute one 
Eſſence, for the one is derived from the other, 
conſequently the one is of the other. There 
is likewiſe a Trinity in every individual 
Man, which together conſtitutes one Perſon, 
viz. Soul, Body, and Operation proceeding ; 
but in Man this Trinity is finite, for Man is

only an Organ of Life; whereas in the Lord 
the Trinity is infinite, and thus Divine, for. 
the Lord is Life ufelf even with Reſpect to 
his Humanity, as he himſelf teaches in John, 
Chap. v. 26. Chap. xiv. 6; and elſewhere. 
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FOURTH QUESTION. 


Does not the Son, by whom Jehovah is 
ſaid to have created the Worlds, Heb. x. 
and xi. ſignify the ſame Thing as Divine 
Wiſdom, Jerem. x. 12. li. 15; ſo that the 
elſential Wiſdom, or Logos of God, in the 
firſt Principles of Things, is now become the 
Truth or Logos of God in the Ultimates ? 


ANSWER. 


That the Lord. that is, the Word or Di- 
vine Truth, by which all Things were made 
that were made, and by which the World 
was created, John i. 3, 10, was Divine 
Wiſdom, which with Divine Love conſti- 
tute one Divine Eſſence, and thus one and 
the ſame God, is a natural Conſequence ; for 
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Divine Wiſdom is alſo Divine Truth, inaſ- 
much as all the Things appertaining to Wif- 
dom are Truths, and Wiſdom produces 
Nothing but Truths, it being the Continent 


of Truths; thus it is altogether agreeable to 


Jerem. x. 12. and li. 13. The ſame is alſo 
underſtood by that in David, Pſalm xxxiii. 
6; the Spirit, or Breath of his Mouth, alſo 
is Wiſdom, and the Word there is Divine 
Love and Divine Wiſdom together; for it is 
faid, © and God was the Word,” John 1. l,

ANSWER. 


The Spirit of God and the Holy Spirit are 
two diſtinct Things; the Spirit of God did 
not operate, neither could it operate on Man, 
but imperceptibly ; whereas the Holy Spirit, 
which proceeds. ſolely from the Lord, ope- 
rates on Man perceptibly, and enables him 
to comprehend ſpiritual Truths after a natu- 
ral Manner ; for to the Divine Celeſtial and 
the Divine Spiritual the Lord hath united 
the Divine Natural alſo, by which he ope- 
rates from the Divine Celeſtial and Divine 
Spiritual. Beſides, Holy in the Word is 
alone predicated of Divine. Truth, conſe- 
quently of the Lord, who is Divine Truth 
not only-1n the celeſtial and ſpiritual Senſe 
but alſo in the natural Senſe ; wherefore it is 
ſaid in the Apocalypſe, that the Lord alone 
is Holy, Chap. xv. 3, 4: See moreover the 
Arocalvesrt Revealed, n. 137. It is 


alle ſaid in Jolm, © The Holy Spirit was not 


yet, becauſe Jelus was not yet glorified,“ 


Chap. vii. 39. 
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The Holy Spirit is the ſame as the Divine 
Sphere, if by this Divine Sphere is meant 
Divine Love and Divine Wiſdom, which two 
proceed from Jthovah the Lord out of the 

Sun of the Angelic Heaven, as the Heat and 
Light proceed out of the Sun of the Natural 
World, and make it's Sphere; for the Heat 
out of the Sun of the Angelic Heaven is 
in it's Eſſence Love, and the Light out of 
that Sun is in it's Eſſence Wiſdom, with 
both of which the Heat and Light out of the 
Sun of the Natural World correſpond. |

Before the Incarnation there was not any 


Divine Humanity, except a Repreſentative 
One by Means of ſome Angel, whom Jeho- 


vah the Lord filled with his Spirit, as was 
ſaid above; and foraſmiich as that was repre- 
ſentative, therefore all Things of the Church 
at that Time were repreſentative and like 
Shadows; but ſince the Incarnation Repre- 
ſentatives have ceaſed, as the Shadows of 
Evening or Night at the Riſing of the Sun. 
But the repreſentative Humanny, in which 
Jehovah was then manifeſted in the World, 


before his actual Advent, was not. of ſuch 
Efficacy, as that it could ſpiritually-enlighten 


Men ; wherefore Illumination was then ef- 


fected only by Types and Figures.

"The moſt Holy Trinity i in One Perſon is to 
® perceived as the Divine Eſſe, the Divine 
Humanity, and the Divine Proceeding, / and 
thus as Soul, Body, and Operation thence 
proceeding, altogether as delcribed in the 
MEMORABLE RELATION inſerted in the 
Work entitled TRUE CHRISTIAN RELIGION, 
n. 188: The Productions from theſe follow 
in their Order, namely, Creation, Redemp- 
tion, and Regeneration; for Creation is the 
Attribute of the Divine Eſſe, Redemption is 
the Attribute of the Divine Humanity from 
the Divine Eſſe, and Regeneration is the 
Attribute of the Holy Spirit, which is the 
primary Power or Operation of the Divine 
Humangy from the Divine Eſſe, agreeable to 
what 1s ſaid in TRUE CHRISTIAN RELIGION,
